Aiming the <'Oiiiitless sull'ereis by 
this measuie was po<u- Major Ta,])- 
fermanii, Ihc hero of 'Porgaii, who, 
with Ihret* wounds, chronic rheu- 
matism ami almost as little money 
as he had ten years before, found it 
no easy mattcu' to " make both ends 
meet." 

()n«^ by <uie hit had to pint with 
all the little kiiickna(d;s whicli he 
had Ireasnred up so huifi th(> 
Hilvcr mounted pislols prcseiitetl to 
him by junior ollieers of his re);i- 
nieiit, the lleld^lass which he had 
usc<1 during his last cainpaii<'u, and 
lh(> ivory handled hunlin^ kiiife 
which had lieeii t;iven to him by an 
Austrian prisoniM to wlumi he had 
shown some kindness. Kv<>n his 
wiitch had to be sold at last, Ibit, 
allluainh in this sore strait, he could

'J'he spitclul tone and look of the 
speakiu' did not I'scape the ,''hrew(l 
king ; but, before li<> could make 
:iny comment, th(> stout old major, 
dr.awinn himself up proudly, an 
swered Frederick '.•< inijuirin^ jil""e«> 
by holding' up the useless wat«di 
chain ami the flattened musket bjili 
wliicli huni; to it, so thai evi^ry one 
could see them. 

Al the si^ht of t,hi> flattened bul- 
let and tl|(t sound of the old war- 
rior's voice the recollection of his 
rcsi'iier on th(» Held of Torj^iin 
Hashed back upon the kinu's mem- 
ory in a, mument, and (me ^l;uice at 
the bravi (dd man's threadbare 
dress and :il the malicious ij^rin 
upon Ihe faee id' the chiiinberlain 
snlliced to tell him Ihe wlude 
sbn'y.

Rob(>rl Hoiinei's ]>ersimal clmr.ic- 
lerislics were [ironounced, and he 
carried mest of his prin«Mples to an 
extreme |)oint. Ills (u>nHtanl re- 
fusal to boi row money , has been 
mentioned inan,^' times, lUid the ex- 
tent to whii'ii he carried (his is ex- 
emplified by matiy stories that are 
lold of him. lb' paid off his em- 
ployees every Saturday ni.i<hl, 
whether their nominal salary ran 
liy the week or month. He alwjiys 
tried lo'give exact change to each 
man, although he did not have il 
itil ('(Minted out befondiand. Very 
fr('(piently he woiilil find himself 
short of small change in paying his 
Niablemen off, and l)e w<»uld .some- 
times ask one of his sons for change 
of a bill. If it happened th.U the 
s«m did not have (tnoiigh ehaiige in 
his pocket, Mr. Itonner would 
iKd accept the loan even of ii couple 
(d' dollars over night, but would 
lalhcr give a fS bill for $:$ in 
change. .Mthoiigh contined to his 
bed on the Saturday night before 
his d(>alli, Mr." Uonner Insisted that 
his son should l»:iy all of the em- 
ployees !is usual. 

A story that Mr. Bonner was 
once turned onl of school tor d»t- 
fending a schoolmate againsi a 
charge of which he wfts innocent 
has been published, but is nol ex- 
acllytruc. Mr. lUmner was never 
turned out of any school, but, he 
did cause a good deal arexcitcment 
in one. His older hnither was 
about to be punishe(l for ••in olfencc 
of which, he was innocent, when 
Robert, " the old man," restrained 
the teacher by force. Both boys 
1h(>n remained out (d' school, with 
the approval of their parents, until 
the tc!ieli<r ajiolog'i/.ed. 

Mr. Bonner imide many close 
rricnds among the well known men

Bmi- 
ner was out, and left , as a record 
of his presence, a sheet of fool.scap 
across which he had written with 
Mic editorial blue pencil, " Disor- 
derl^v Hoberl. H. W. B." 

Mr. Bminer .was repeatedly 
urged lo write an autobiography, 
but, while he never actually ndus- 
ed todoso, he never began it. If an 
aiithorilative l>iograph\ is written 
hereafter il will pndtably be done 
by the Hev. Dr. Mcintosh, who has 
thought of the matter frequently. 
Mr. Bonner had a large collection 
of letters and memorandji One of 
his most treasured siuivenirs was 
the original manuscript of Kdward 
Kveretl's speech to the women (d" 
America on the pundiase of Mount 
VeriHUi. .Mr. Kverett gav«» him 
the m.-innscript bound in leather.

is not among them, all hough the 
original letter was in his hand-

But it is not the decoralious that 
in;ike Ihe Miisce .so popular this 
summer. Kvery hour during the 
afleinoon juid evening Ihe Cinema- 
log r.'iph gives an exhdtiliou of inov 
ing pictui'cs. The Mu.scc's pictures 
(litTer from those shown at (»ther 
places, in the fact that they liHve 
bccif^ taken exjircssely foi the Mn- 
.sec and by the iiii|)ro\'ed aiiparatus 
invented by the Musec's m« chanics. 
The gfcjilcsl noveby anuuig these 
pictures is the myst(>rions [liclurcs, 
in whicli ghosts and hob-gol)lins 
vie with ftiirios in their elTorfs to 
amuse Ihc jieople. 'Dhere is no 
magic about these piclurcs. It is 
simply the ingenious imtthod by 
which they are taken that causes 
figures to jippear and di.sappcar in 
an instant. All of these pictures 
!ire of such a character that the 
visitors have to laugh iu sv>ite of 
the app.irenlly supernatural things 
they are seeing.

Th(> programmes' are made 
up largely <d" light operatic selec- 
tions in which the dilTerent mcm- 
liers of the orchestra sing as w»tl1 
as play. In the wax work depart- 
ments there have been many im- 
portant changes. New giou])s 
iijive been added and in .iddilion 
nciirly all the old groups have been 
remodelliMl and rearranged. The 
result is that the Musee will appear 
piactically a new pltice (>ven .to 
those who haVe been there within 
th(v p.-ist few weeks. Kxtensive 
new groups are being prepared and 
will be placed (Ui exhibiti<Mi iu a 
few days.

bright idea that it must be 
mendoiKs amount of work to gei up 
a dictionary, but few have any 
notion of the real si/e of Ihe ta.sk. 
When .Iohns(ui got his fammis dic- 
tionary slaiied, hecalculaied that, 
with six assistants, he could com- 
plete the task in three years. It 
look him nine years instead, ite 
rei'eived the small itH-onipense of 
$7,500, and had to pay his assistants* 
onl of that. 

Webslcr worked M years before 
his dictionary made its bow to the 
world. Webster was very punctil- 
ious in his delinitions, atui so pains- 
taking thai it was a wonder he 
completed the work when he did. 

The wowls which give the com- 
piler of a dictionary the most 
trouble are the liitle one syllable 
Saxon wtirds. Their history ex- 
tends b.U'k into the Saxon period, 
and Iheir^ meaning has lu'come 
twisted iu many diieetions. Words 
with pedigrees are the hardest 1«» 
trace. 

When a new dicti«uiar\ 
j«M'ted, one man is selected asediioi- 
in-chief, and he appoints his ^sub- 
editors. Then appeals are Hent out 
to literary people in general for 
voluntaiy contributions in the 
nature of rare and curious words. 
There are over 1,0(U> peojile who 
h;»v»> olTcred their services in the 
case of a dictionary now making. 
They are Ut read standard works, 
ancient and modern, in the search 
for curious words, their origin and 
meaning. These words, written (Ui 
slips of pajier, are tibd in tlu>u- 
sands of pigeonhoh's. Over six 
loKs of clips have been put away. 
This means »),tHHi,000 woiils, but 
only l,OtK),000 will be printed. The 
amount of work neces.sary li 
perly sort these is evident.

And I tell you these things 
lo eiii|iltasi7-e the coi'dial welcome 
and greiling we give yon to-day, 
becaii!-'!- il unmans somelliing, from a 
lot of fellows who Ihink as much of 
theniselxcs as wc do. 1 said we 
were all aristocrats. We haven't 
any iii ist.icracy. I want you to 
iindersland tlnil. We have no 
aristocracy, bill we art! all person- 
al aristocrats. Not that we are all 
on a dead h^vel, — -not by any 
means. We ai-e like our rolling 
prairiits Willi their genlht iindiila- 
lioris from one group to another. 
To illustrate : Our laws, onr insti- 
till ions, our stars above us and 
our Iroops below, speak no more of 
Covi-riior Lind than tluty do ol me. 
Tli«f tiiily dilTerence between us is 
that there is more of liim than there 
is of me lie has got, on one of 
these g«Mitles wells where his light 
shines, beckoning us all upwards ; 
that is all tin* <liirerence. And so 
onr deaf, we think, ar<« just as good 
as anybody else's deaf or anybody 
else's hearing Jieople. 

Whom do we weh^onie lier-e to- 
pay '< Not a lot of (loliticians, 
although you hav«* a right to be 
poliliciaus, and you ought to be, 
but you do not comi' here in that 
capacity. Not sectarians, — you 
have all a i-ight to belong to a sect, 
bill yon ilo not come licrc lo fiii llicr 
the inter.'sts of any particular 
sect ; yon do not come here look- 
ing the ground over for Invest- 
iiienls ; you <lo not come here to 
talk about trade a^id ('ornmerce and 
transport at ion ; you do not com/- 
here as belonging lo some particular 
secret order ; sou <lo not come here 
with any fad lo (troniole ; yon are 
not exclii.«ively a literary conven- 
tion, iiol ex(;lusively an educa- 
tional convention, although con- 
ventions ((light to be educational, 
and no ipieslion but this is 
on*'. But you ctjine hei'c as an 
objcil I'-.sHon to tJiis State, to 
this great Republir^, to this com- 
monwealth, to this world, of whal 
men can do who are bereft of one 
of the most precious gifts — the 
.sense of hearing -that the (Jieat 
Falliir evei' bestowed upon the 
human race. By your pluck, your 
energy, your perseveiance, yoiji 
determination, you have come from 
the veiy lowest ranks of int<dli 
gent beings iirrtil you are the equals 
r>f any in <'iti/.enship and in all 
those gifts thai make men and wo- 
men. For this, gt;nllenieii, we are 
hei-c ; for this we xive ymi greeting. 
We would be ghul to irive yon a 
greeting such as the angels in 
heaven w ill give^yoii when thegreal 
day conl'•^<, if we knew how. 

Thereat esome peculiarities about 
deaf people. I have heaul il 
(diargcd iipin them that they were 
(dannish. riie |ieople who miike 
that charge are mistaken. The 
deaf ate simply loyal to their kind, 
and why shouldn't they be '( They 
are in a bital together, and they 
should be loyal to deaf people and 
help cac-li tilliei' and associate with 
eatdi other. People have question 
ed the morality of these people who 
are brought up this way, Voii arc 
I he inoili 1 of all the rest of our 
cilizcns. For forty -six years I have 
seen these boys and girls niaridi up 
and down our streets, and nevei 
one arrested. They are the best 
behaved boys and girls of ail our 
schools I will give you a little 
illustration : We had at <»ur home, 
a few weeks ago, a psychological 
and physical fcHt, a test of hearing 
and skill to understand, and il is a 
wonderful record. I would like Ui 
i»'ad some of it, but r)ric thing I re 
collect, we hail them, in their 
physical test, pitxdi weights. They 
Were dir*!Cl,e<l to loe a certain 'irack. 
The hearing Iroys and girls would 
not, soiruMif them, pill their right 
fool on,il ; they would lallier have 
their left ford on it. The deaf boys 
always j)iit their right Unm on it, 
just as they were directed, and 
they looked rlowi; to see that they 
wr-r-e not a hair over the line ; and 
the boys would pilch. The hear- 
ing boys beat them pitrdiing, al 
though in some of the intellectual

pieces, surdi as eiglit, or ten or 
fifteen or twenty independent 
words. The deaf children aventged 
eight, the hearing (•hildrt^n did- 
ii'l average ((iiile live. They 
wore taiightr to sc<v They had 
been taught to do what 1 leach 
all children, brought into the world 
witli their eyes open, to get some 
itleaw of I heir own and not be wear- 
ing [loor clothes all their lives. If 
somebody lia|ipcned l/i claim all 
these clothes, then wheri* could 
they be V 

When Iheygol through with I hat 
exercise, those boys were a deal 
more caifd'ul to toe the line though 
they had pitc^hed the farthesl. 
That was nolicablc. When they 
goti through, they had tlieii eyc)-- 
sparkling iind went whistling lo 
town, and the dear lillh* di-af boys 
(raiiK^ u|) with their hats olT and 
shook hands around and said, 
" We thank yon ver.\' miiidi foi onr 
nice time." 

We have had lio-v many V 1 
haven't my statistics here — KOO and 
something, and they have all been 
goofi boys and girls. We lijivc 
sent twenty-live (o (Jallaiidel Col 
lege. Of these I wenly- live, eleven 
lijive had their A.B, or B.S., which 
is eipiivalent to it, and two have 
had their master ilcgrees. (Ap- 
pl.iiiso.) One of tluMii is here to- 
day. If he wasn't here, I would 
say he was one of the briglilcyl 
young men in the <!ounlry. \in\ 
all know .liinmie Smith. (Ajt- 
plaiise.) 

Now, one Mr. Ilansnn, is one of 
our distinguished andiilecls. He 
got his baidielor's deyi-cM- ; he got 
his master d«!gree ; and Wivy rtv 
cenlly Im^ has had the most pr(s<■ioll^ 
deu'ree he ever received, beginniiif; 
wilh A. T. ; he has formed (>sth<'tic 
and classical partnership consisl- 
iiig of Mr. DIof Hanson and oiii 
sweet poet, Mi.ss Agallni Tiegel. 

The (irst one, Mr. Cosgrove, died. 
lie was a bright scholar. \V'<* have 
eiglil in the college to-day who will 
pass their degree. If you fool up, 
you will iinii that out of twenty- 
five there are Iwijuly <»f our Minne- 
sota boys and girls that have gone 
through our collegia and re(MMve<l 
the highest honors. That is Ihc 
class of Jieople w(^ lijive here. 

Now, my dear friends, I eannol 
express (I wish I could) the warm 
cordial greiMing and welcome whi(;h 
I know the «leaf give you to-day. 
We liojie you will have a lovtdy 
time, that you will leave a few of 
those lish, and I know you will 
have a lovely time, that yon will 
never have any occasion for the 
key that our good Mayor s|»oke of, 
I know you will do well. May the 
Ureat Father while here hang out 
his cycloiu's on the corners of the 
earth and lock up his earlli(piake,s 
in his strongest case, so thai you 
shall have a happy, liji[ipy lime. 
May you go to your homes remem- 
bering this, and do your work and 
leave behind you a generation of 
stalwarl and robiisl daiighlers dial 
sliull be an exainph* lo all of (hose 
who come afti-r. 

I would like to have indiilgrd in 
some leminiscences, I would like 
to have said something about that 
first class. I j^uess some of llieni 
are hero to-day. They were eight ; 
three of IIkmii ciiiik' lo my house ; 
and Miss Taylor, who was the llrst 
girl tliatever came — I wonder if she 
is here to-day? I don't know. 
She wouldn't eat anylhing for about 
twenty-four hours. And one of 
the boys who came wouldn't eal for 
a while, and when he get to be a 
man he told me that he really 
thought (hat they had brought him 
there to fallen hint and liiilclier 
iiim. He didn't know what Ik^ was 
there for. Now he sees what he 
was there for. 

My dear friends I would like to 
have all the Miniiesola boys and 
girls, those that have been in onr 
sr^liools anil lived there, stand up 
and wav(< a good royal welcome to

JiruoK Mott :— I would like to 
read you some facts about the self- 
supporting of the deaf. 

We have written to all the insti- 
tutiouM in the United Slates lo 
know what proportion of the deaf 
were self-supporting. Among the 
rest of the tpiestion wris litis : 
" Whal proportion of th«( per-sons 
wlnt have been educated at your 
s<rliool do you nigard as self-support- 
ing," and here are some of the 
(inswer-s. The flr-st on«< is, .1. W. 
Swiler, of Wisconsin : " I con- 
sider every graduate of this school 
able to earn an independent su[»- 
port." Thomas L. Moses, Princi- 
pal of the Tennessee .School, saj's : 
" All of them, so far as I know. 
One young man was in a County 
Poor House some years ago because 
of sickness and unable to work, 
blithe has regained his health and 
is now supporting himself." Mr. 
(Miarh^s Kly, Superintendent of the 
Maryland ,S<diool, ,says : " I put 
in the self-siipj)orting class those 
young women who may be working 
at home without wages," which is 
IMfrfectly (jorrect ; they are more 
than self-supporting, they sniiprtrt 
the resL Mr. (.'iirrier. Principal of 
the New York Inslitution, says : 
" Less than iiiiudy-llve of tliese 
educated at this inslitulion have 
failed to be s«df-su|)porlirig. Lchh 
than live per cent have failed." 
Mr Clarke, the SiiiioriuteuUeut 



of the Michigan Schixil, says, 
" Praeti(!ally all. We only know 
of lliree cases iKjt self siipporl ini;, 
and these are atllicled with other 
(iiseiises." Mr. Argo, of the Colo- 
r.nlo liisiilntion, says, "A large 
iinmbei of our pupils aj'e self- 
supporting. I know of none of lite 
iilbdligent ones \\ ho are not mak- 
ing a living." Mr. Dowcs, of the 
Nebraska School, says, " All of our 
Jieople aie .self-supporting." Mr. 
Rogers, of the Kcnlucky School, 
says, " 1 hav(( never lieanl of any 
(h^af rinites cfdncaled here being 
sent to the alms-house or county 
poor-house." And Mr. (4ordon, of 
the Illinois School, sjiys, " :{,80(5 
have been reported iis going out 
from Ihissidiool, and yet Iher-e are 
(!omparalivcly few of th(> young wo- 
men here wage earner's, >('l they 
are jill cipable ol' making full re- 
turn for all that is expended upon 
llieiii throiigli I heir friends, through 
domestic and household services." 
Mi.ss Taylor, of the Maine School, 
says, "So far as I i-aii h«arn, the 
ailnll deaf of this city , -ire all self- 
support ing." Mr. Biirk, of Ihe 
Western Peniis.\ Ivan ia School, says, 
" I should say about ninely-live 
percent of our former pupils are 
self-supporting." Mr. Melcalf, of 
the Utah School, says, " All, as far 
as 1 know." And Mr, Wilkiiihon, 
of I he California, .School, .says, 
"All." 

(ientleinen, there is no college or 
university on (tod's earth that enn 
beat lli.'il record. 

These al|^ll■ess(^s were followed Uy 
a series of short s|»eeelies, by Priii- 
cijiM Bangs, of the North Dakota 
Instilulion for the Deaf; Prof. Dc

ill the direclion of the alTiiirs during the 
intervals between the convetilioiis, aiid he 
is but " ex-ollicio " a meitilier of llie 
executive commillce, the cliairiiian of 
whi( li pciforniH the duties usually coii- 
si<kieil 1^)1111 of Ihe privileges and re- 
sponsibililics of llic presidential oUice. It 
seettis but right, I insist, llial the olTicers 
of llie A,ssocialioii shall be tiicitibers of the

And il is a ijne.stion not eiLsily nor satis- 
factorily answered at all limes, I am sure, 
however, that much gooil miisl be accom- 
plished tliroiifi'li these periodical meetings, 
not only of this national association, but of 
the various slate societies, in calling atten- 
tion to the material advancetiienl of the 
deaf as a class ; their alhiitimenls and 
capabilities; lo disabuse the ]iulilic mind 
of the many fallacies and prejudices 
eiilerlained concerning us ; to call altcn- 
lion lo ways and means for liellernient in 
their condition ; and for llie mutual assist- 
ance iind encoiiiageineni ulUndaul upon 
the gallieritig of a wiilcly scHtlereil people. 
Judged from tesnils in the past, it is evi- 
dent Ihal if wisely managed our associnlions 
may be made the means of great and 
lasting good. A large and constantly iii- 
ci-easing iiciinaueni tnenibership would 
iindoiibledly help to increase our useftll- 
iicss, anil il will be well lo consider this 
Jilease of the ipieslioii al this meetiijif. 
Ilerelofore the altendance has Ih'cu largely 
I'K-al and the nieniber.slii)) likewise thus 
and fluctuating.

.Some time ago my atlenlioii was called to 
llu- fad thill thet-e is a very latgc nutnlier 
of nnediiciiled deaf unites ill Alaska, and 
lliiil il is conslatitly increasing. My cor- 
tespotiilenl informs me that there arc over 
two hunibed on the N'nkon Kiver and 
Helta, and thai from report by natives and 
millers, he is led to believe lluil a large 
proportion of the population f>n the head 
waters of the Koyukuk consists of ileaf- 
niutes. lie .says "their condition in 
wretched, 'J'liey are great pilferers ; mode 
drudges; tniiltetaled ; ill fed and impro- 
perly clothed," .Surely the amelioration 
of Hudi tt condition may properly be made 
lie- work and duty of an associalion like 
ours. I'lfforls have been made to enlist 
(■.overnmeiil aid, but the reply has been 
Ihal a work of this kind is the business of 
the territorial governmcnl, and thm llie 
(list steps for aid from the general y 
iiieiil mu,sl cotlK- fi-oni williiii the ten 

Why should nol we take this mallei 
up, raise money, send out explorers and 
iu other ways forward the matter ? Siucly

As many of \<)U donhlle.ss 
know, an international coniniitlee is now 
arrangine for this gatheriuff, of which 
five are from this country. \Vhal 1 have 
in mind to ]>ropo.se is that the.se .five l)e 
made tlic representatives of this a.ssocia- 
liOn on the committee, and that they he 
constituted the ollicial rejiresentatives of 
the association at the iiinxrcss, constitiit 
ing delej^ales from the association to the 
congress, thus providing for ade(juate re 
presentalifui of our interests at the gather- 
ing. 

On the 24th inst., the lirili.sh Congress 
<if the Deaf a.ssemhU-s at i.iverjjool. It 
would be a gracious act to send them 
greeting. It was my ]>rivilege to coiivey 
the greetings of the as.sociation througti 
the executive committee at the l.oiiilon 
Congress two years ago, ami the marki'd 
appreciation with wliich they wire le 
leived and the cordial may in which they 
were reciprocrate<l, a.ssiire a kindly re 
oeption of our message now.
